Washington, Dec. 18.—The isth- 


mian canal uqestion as affected by 
the recognition by the president of 


. the independence of the republic of 


Panama was the subject of a most 
Important debate in the senate. 


The discussion of the canal ques- 


tion began with a speech by Mr. 
Hoar on his resolution of inquiry, 
and lasted several hours. In addition 
to Mr. Hoar's address there were 
speeches by Mr. Gorman and Mr. 
Foraker. All three were notable ut- 
terances and of historical interest. 


Mr. Hoar confined his remarks to 


his resolution, and they were careful- 
ly written out and read from manu 
script He held that this country haa 
mot yet received full official informa- 
tion concerning the isthmian revolu- 
tion, and criticised in sharp terms the 
conduct of this country as shown by 
what has been given out 
He coin- 


pared the 
conduct of the United 


States on the isthmus to a policeman. 
who would manacle and hold a per- 
son about to be attacked for robbery, 
and who would then insist on having 
the spoils of theft delivered to him- 
self. 


Would Oppose Treaty. 


There was no reservation in Mr. 


Gorman's utterances. He practically 
alleged that the situation in Panama 


• had been created to make a campaign

iBsue, and charged Assistant Seere- 
/ 
ta*y of State Loomis 'with a violation 
x»f the proprieties in discussing the 


• question at a banquet in New York. 


He also said tha* unless further light 
was thrown on the subject, he would 
oppose the Panama treaty. He also

ising the interests of the country. 


Mr Foraker took Mr. Hoar to task

Says Colombia Was Warned. 


Philadelphia, Dec. 18.—P. Bunau- 


Varilla, the minister from the repub- 
lic of Panama to the United States, 
delivered an address at the regular 
meeting of the members of the Amer- 
jtean Academy of Political and Social 
Science, this city, on "the conditions 
under which the new republic was 
founded." There was a large attend- 
ance of members of the academy. 
The minister for Panama declare 1 
that President Marroquin of Colom- 
bia had been warned of the revolt on 
the Isthmus if the canal treaty was 
not accepted. He dwelt at length ou 
the action of the congress at Bogota, 
asserting that the United States had 
been insulted by that body.
